Twenty-two year old Angela Johnson 
has been riding horses since she was 
four and competing since she was six. 
Now she’s been crowned a world 
champion by the American Paint 
Horse Association and just last 
month graduated from Shelton State 
Community College with a degree in 
Information Processing. 

Throughout her high school 
and college years she maintained a 
GPA above a 3.0 and at Shelton State 
was a member of Phi Theta Kappa 
Honor Society and has made the 
Dean’s List, all while competing in 
rodeos. 

"I started going to a few local 
rodeo’s no more than two hours away 
from home. I started winning money 
in barrel racing and wanted to go to 
more, so I expanded my travel area 
and started going to rodeo’s in 
Mississippi, Georgia, Tennessee, 
Kentucky, North Carolina, and 
Florida,” said Johnson. 

In 2003 Angela joined the 
Professional Cowboy’s Association, 
Southern Roughstock Association, 
Triple E Rodeo Association, National 
Barrel Horse Association, and the 
American Paint Horse Association. 
"Overall I travel about 50,000 miles a 
year going to rodeo’s and barrel rac- 
ings,”

living quarters, it’s convenient for the 
young competitor to travel several 
hours away from her home in Eutaw 
and stay overnight. "This is how I 
make my living so 1 don’t mind trav- 
eling. We may leave home on Friday 
morning going to a rodeo, compete 
that night, leave and go to a barrel 
racing Saturday morning, leave there 
and compete in a rodeo Saturday 
night.” 

Angela’s mom, Frances 
Johnson, travels with her at times, 
but usually her fiance, Johnny Luker, 
a bull rider, is her highway compan- 
ion. "It’s great that I have someone to 


travel with. We get to a rodeo and I’m the two girls ahead of me posted real-

My 
Pole classes didn’t go so well; 1 hit a 
pole in my first class resulting in a 
five-second penalty and in my second 
class we placed eighth. I was a little 
upset with my previous runs so I was 
anxious for our turn in Stakes Race,

was third in the running order and
